Returning a Christmas gift 
doesn't have to be unpleasant

Returning a: Christmas gift 
after the holiday can be an 
unpleasant experience and cause 
stress for many . people.- 
However, there's really no need 
to be stressed about the. sitya- 
tion. 

For most retailers, returns are 
accepted as a matter of normal 
business.. However, as a con 
sumer, you. do have some 
responsibility. Take the gift back 
as quickly as possible and try to 
return the item with the tags, 
box, or bag the gift came in. 
This helps the retailer identify 
the merchandise. 

Most businesses strive to keep 
the customer happy, but some 
‘stores: have. a 30-day limit on 
holiday returns. Others give 
credit for the sale price only, and 


sull others only -allow an 
exchange. 
If “you are unsure about +a 


store's policy, call the store. It 
could save a trip. Many, large 


catalog chains accept returned ° 


merchandise without question 
and without a receipt. 
Department stores. usually 
take returns; but without a 
receipt, items on sale are refund- 
ed al the sale price. Most nation- 
al chains graciously accept 
returns, regardless of the store at 
which the item was purchases. 
Many don’t require a receipt. 
Discount or off-price ‘stores 
usually require a- receipt for 
refunds. ‘These stores are more 


_ likely to have a 30-day time 


limit. Some outlet stores, don’ t 

give refunds. \ 
Small boutiques and individ- 

ual stores have the most strin- 


* gent policies. Some don't accept 


returns; others have a seven-day 
return policy. Many only give 
store credit or allow an 
exchange. 

Regardless of the store policy, 
it’s important to always return 
the gift in good condition. If you 
have a problem, talk to the 
department\manager or the store 
manager. «

Tips for new year dieters 
and exercisers

Fitness centers and weight- 
loss businesses love January. 
Why? ‘Because ' millions. of 
Americans, resolving to conquer 
their weight and eating -prob- 
lems, flock to these businesses 
for help -or ‘fast-fixes. Many 
businesses even offer special 
“sign-up” deals to entice péople 
to join, 

Unfortunately, few people are 
successful. There are no. fast 
fixes. Most burn out on exercise 
the first -couple of weeks 
because they try to do too much 
too fast, get real sore, or in some 
cases, injure themselves, 

It's the same with diets, Some 
people drastically cut their diets 
and after a few weeks of eating 

“selected diet foods,” they feel 
deprived and’go back to old eat- 
ing habits. 

Many people tail to lost 
weight or tone up because they 
have ‘erroneous perceptions of 
what exercise is. Some see exer- 
,cisé aS a complicated routine 
dominated by a lot of “shoulds”’- 
“you should be in pain to bene- 
fit,” “you should exercise an 
hour a day to reap any health 
benefits,” “you should wear spe- 
cial clothes,” or“*you should do 
certain exercises Or take part in 
certain sports,” 

These false perceptions have 
prompted an epidemic. of inac- 
tivity even though health bene- 
fits. result from a variety of 
physical activities, Health offi- 
cials now emphasize a more 
moderate approach to exercise. 
They encourage people to sim- 
ply move above more, Exercise 
can include all sorts of physical 
activities Such as dancing, gar- 
dening or other yard work, bik- 
ing, skating, walking, house 
cleaning and even manual labor, 

Think of physical activity as a 
part of your daily routines rather 
than thinking you have to make 
a radical lifestyle schange to 
exercise. Also don't overdo, 
Start slow and pace yourself 
Let your body adjust to a new 
physical activity before pushing 
it further. 

Americans can obtain health 
benefits simply by accumulating 
30 minutes of moderate intensi- 


ty physical activity over the 
course of a day. It’s not an all- 
or-nothing matter as many. may 
think. It’s not necessary to jog or 
work. oul on a step machine or 
treadmill for 30 minutes non- 
stop. Taking the stairs at work 
instead of using the elevator, 
walking down a long hall sever- 
al times a day or walking to 
‘work can count:as beneficjal 
physical. activity. 

Studies have. shown that the 
greatest decline in mortality and 
morbidity occurs among seden- 
tary peoplé who begin to exer- 
cisé moderately rather than in 
active people who become more 
active; People who are not regu- 
lar exercisers should always 
check with “their physicians 
before undertaking more physi- 
cal activity. 

In reality, despite warnings 
from physicians,: nutritionists 
and fitness experts, more and 
more American adults and chil- 
dren are overweight. Physicians 
and nutritionists warn that obe- 
sity increases the risk of high 
blood pressure, diabetes and 
even some forms of cancer and 
yel, Americans continue to eat 
too much and exercise less. 
About 58 million Americans are 
obese. 

If you're serious about attain- 
ing some weight loss goals this 
new Year, make some subile 
changes in your eating habits, 
such as cut back on the amount 
of fat you eat and increase your 
physical activity each day. 
There are no shortcuts. The only 
way to step off the diet treadmill 
is to find a weight-loss program 
that helps you adopt a healthy 
eating and exercise plan so sim- 
ple it becomes a’ way of life.

Differing New Year's traditions are celebrated across the world

On New Year's Eve, many 
people hold parties which last 
until late into the night, It is tra 
ditional to greet the New Year at 
midnight and celebrate the first 
minutes of the year in the com- 
pany of friends and family.

In ancient Egypt, New Year 
was celebrated at the time the 
River Nile flooded, which was 


near the end of September, The 
flooding of the Nile was very 
important because without it, 
the people would not have been 
able to grow crops in the dry 
desert 

At New Yeur, statues of the 
god, Amon. his wife and son 
were taken up the Nile by boat. 
Singing. dancing, and feasting 
was done for a month, and then 
the statues were taken back to 
the temple 

For a long time the Romans 
celebrated New Year on the first 
of March. Then, in 46 BC, the 


_ Emperor Julius Caesar began a 


new calendar, Tt was the calen 
dar that we sull use today, and 
thus the New Year date was 
changed to the first, day of 
January 

January is named after the 
Roman god Janus, who was 
always shown’ as having two 
heads. He looked back to the 
last year and forward to the new 
one 

The Roman New Year festival 
Was called ‘the Calends, and 
people decorated their homes 
and gave each other gifts. Slaves 
and their masters ate and drank 
together. and people could do 
what they wanted to for a few 
days. 

In Vietnam, the New Year is 
called Ter Nguyen Dan or Tet for 
short.

U.S. CPSC offers tips to prevent 


home fires from 


The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) 
feminds consumers to follow 
safely precautions when pur- 
chasing and using electric or 
fuel-fired space heaters, 

In a recent year, there were 
about. 10,900 residential fires 
and about 190 deaths associated 
with portable or fixed local 
heaters. 

Fuel-burning space heaters 

also Can cause carbon monoxide 
poisoning and indoor air pollu- 
tion because of improper vent- 
jng or incomplete combustion. 
_ “CPSC has worked with 
industry to improve safety stan- 
dards for space heaters,” said 
CPSC Chairman Hal Stratton, 
“but consumers must exercise 
care in how they use. space 
heaters.” 

- Choose a space heater that 
has been tested to the latest safe- 
ty standards and certified by a 
nationally recognized testing 
laboratory. These heaters will 
have the most up-to-date safety 
features, while older space 
heaters may not meet the newer 
safety Standards. CPSC worked 
to upgrade industry standards 
lor electric, kerosene, and vent- 
ed and unvented gas space 
heaters. : 

An automatic cut-off device is 
now required to turn off electric 
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space heaters 


or kerosene heaters if they tip 
over. More guarding around the 
heating coils of electric heaters 
and the burner of kerosene 
heaters also is required to pre- 
vent fires. CPSC worked to 
upgrade the industry standard 
for unvented gas heaters to pro 
vide an oxygen depletion sensor 
to shut off the heater if the oxy- 
gen level drops too low. CPSC 
and industry amended the vent- 
ed heater standard to provide a 
spill switch to turn off the heater 
if the vent is blocked or discén- 
nected, 

» Select a space heater with a 
guard around the flame area or 
heating element. Place the heate 
on a level, hard, and nonflammia- 
ble surface, not on rugs or car- 
pets or near bedding or drapes. 

Keep the heater at least three 
feet from bedding, drapes, furni: 
ture, or other flammable materi- 
als. 

Keep doors opén to the rest of 
the house if you are, using an 
unvented fuel-burning, space 
heater.

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Arctic air brings wint

\s extremely cold Arctic air 
reached Southeast Alabama this 
week, area residents went 
searching for their warmest win- 
ter weather attire. 

The winter season is general- 
ly recognized as. being from 
December until March; howev- 
er, the months of January and 
February tend to bring the cold- 
est temperatures of the season to 
Southeast Alabama, 

The early part of the week fol- 
lowed this theory as Tuesday 
night, Jan. 6, was expected to 
bring the coldest temperatures 
of the season thus far. 


John Tallas, director of the - 


Coffee .County Emergency 
Management Agency, said the 
area is just now entering what 
local residents recognize as the 
winter season, and he said it is 


important to remember the four- — 


P’s...pets, pipes, plants and peo- 
ple. 

“If residents remember this 
and take the necessary precau- 
tions ‘to profect the 
everything should be all right,” 
he said, 

Tallas said the best advice for 
dealing with extremely: cold 
temperatures is to stay inside 
‘whenever possible, but for those 
who must go outside, it is 
important to dress in layers. He 
said Jayers help keep a person 
warm better-than wearing one 
thick piece of clothing, and lay- 
ers can be peeled if it begins to 
get too warm. 

When outside during cold 
weather, residents must keep in 
mind the windchill which is the 
calculation of how cold it feels 
outside when the actual temper- 
ature and the speed of the wind 
are combined. 

According to winter weather 
preparedness information, a 
Strong wind combined with a 
temperature of just below freez- 
ing can have the same effect as a 
suill-air temperature about 35 
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four-P’s,-

degrees colder 

In regards to traveling, Tallas 
said it is important to keep gaso 
line tanks near full during cold 
weather, and the fluids in vehi- 
cles should be “winterized” 
During freezing and below tem 
peratures; motorists should also 
be mindful of icy roads 

Other important things to con- 
sider during winter. include 
heaters, propane tanks and 
pipes. 
’ Tallas said residents using 
combustible equipment such as 
kerosene heaters to warm their 
homes should be sure to venti- 
late the home to avoid carbon 
monoxide’ poisoning. He also 
said residents should not wait 
until the-last minute to have 
their propane tanks filled. 

Tallas said it is véry important 
for residents to pay attention to 
pipes during freezing weather. 
He said exposed pipes should be 
wrapped and outside hoses 
should be disconnected. Taking 
these type precautions could 
possibly help prevent water 
from backing up and eventually 


bursting pipes. 


Of course in Southeast 
Alabama, the fluctuation of the 
weather is always something to 
take into consideration. 

Tallas said this week alone 
served as a prime example of 
the constant and quick changes 
the area tends to experience. 

On. Monday, Jan. 5, some 
places in the state set records for 
abnormally warm temperatures 
for this time of year. Then, thé 
Arctic air reached the area and 
immediately changed the weath- 
er from unseasonably warm fo 
the coldest temperatures of the 
season. 

By the end of this week, tem- 
peratures should rise again, but 
Tallas said the national weather 
service. officials in Tallahassee, 
Fla. are’ expecting temperatures 
to drop again by next week. 

“Residents should pay close 
attention to the weather,” he
